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Two killed as protesters clash with troops 

Israel expels 
4 Palestinians 


RAFAH. Gaza Strip, Jan 1 3. 
(Reuter): Israel expelled four 
Palestinian activists to 
Lebanon today as protesters 
clashed with troops in the 
Gaza Strip where a UN 
special envoy was visiting a 
Palestinian refugee camp. 

UN relief workers said soldiers 
shot dead a 1 0-year- old boy in 
the Jabalya refugee camp in 
Gaza and the Arm> said troops 
killed u Palestinian youth during 
dashes near Ramuliuh in the 
West Bank. 

They raised the unofficial 
death lot! to 37 Palestinians in 
five weeks of unrest in the 
occupied areas captured from 
Jordan and Egypt in the Middle 
East war. 

Another boy, 13. was woun- 
ded during the demonstration at 
Jabalya camp, they said. 

Plans 

Isjael. criticised by the United 
Nations for its handling of the 
violence and its plans to expel 
nine Palestinians accused of 
incitement, deported the first 
four by Army helicopter to the 
edge of its self-declared southern 
Lebanon security zone. 

The expulsions took place as 
UN Under Secretary General 
Marraek Goulding. on a mission 
to inspect Israeli-occupied areas, 
was allowed to enter the teeming 
Rafah refugee camp, where 
protesters stoned troops during 
his visit. 

“They were very angry and 
they weren't angry about us. 
They were angry about the con- 
ditions in which they live and 
they have reason to be angry.” he 
told reporters later. 

The Army barred his entry to 
two other camps yesterday. 

UN officials said the liming of 
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the expulsions during Gould- 
ing’s visit would be seen as a 
deliberate provocation. 

The four expel led Palestinians, 
all from the West Bank, had 
dropped appeals against expul- 
sion. The Army identified them 
as Jibril Mahmoud Rajub, 34. 
Hussam Hadar. 26. Bashir 
Ahmed Rhayri. 45. and Jamal 
Jabara. 28. 

The four deportees arrived at a 
Syrian base in Lebanon's eastern 
Bekaa valley, hours after their 
expulsion from Israel. 

Accept 

Eyewitnesses said the four first 
arrived at a barracks of the 
Israeli-backed South Lebanon 
Army (SLA) in Murj Zhour 
about three hours after the 
military helicopter dropped 
them at the edge of Israel's self- 
declared security zone. 

Israel’s Arab neighbours — 
Lebanon. Syria. Egypt and Jor-t 
dan -- had all said they would 
not accept any expelled Palestin- 
ians, but the Israeli-patrolled 
zone is outside Lebanese govern- 
ment control. 

In Khan Yunis refugee camp 
in the Gaza Strip, three residents 
stabbed two border policemen 
with knives and screwdrivers, 
wounding one in the face and 
hand and another in the hand, 
the Army said. The three were 
arrested. 

In the occupied West Bank, 
residents of Kalandta camp 
retracicd-a report that a man, 55, 
was shot dead. They said he was 
being treated at a hospital. 

Goulding’s tour in the Gaza 
Strip camp took place while 
Israel's 1 0-man inner cabinet met 
in occupied Jerusalem to con- 
sider stronger measures to hall 
the riots. 

"We know that you live in 


unacceptable conditions," Goul- 
ding told demonstrators, speak- 
ing through a bullhorn. "I know 
your views. You have told me 
your views. I know that you want 
the occupation to end and to end 
as soon as possible.” 

‘‘These wishes of the people of 
Rafah are going to be commun- 
icated to the world and that is 
because next week the Secretary 
General will present a report." 
Goulding said. 

Formed 

‘‘That report will say w'hat the 
people of Rafah want and that is 
a promise 1 make to you." 

When Goulding entered the 
camp, a crowd formed and began 
chanting nationalist Palestinian 
slogans. 

‘‘With our blood and souls we 
will sacrifice ourselves," the 
crowd shouted. "Down with 
Israel and down with the USA." 

Troops moved in to disperse 
the protest outside the health 
clinic, where Goulding met UN 
doctors and several residents. 

A UN committee accused 
Israel of violating the Geneva 
Convention on the treatment of 
civilians in wartime and 
appealed for protection for West 
Bank and Gaza Palestinians in a 
letter issued today. 

The tetter was addressed to 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar from Massamba 
Sarre, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Palestinian Rights. 

Jordan today denounced 
Israel’s expulsion of Palestinians 
and urged similar condemnation 
from other governments and 
human rights groups. 

The PLO also denounced 
expulsion and said it showed 
Israel’s disregard for inter- 
national law. 


Taiwan’s President 
dies of heart attack 


TAIPEI, Jan 13. (Reuter): 
Taiwan's President Chiang 
Chinc-Kuodied ofa heuuaitack 
today, leaving behind no clear 
leader and a government divided 
over his programme of 
democratic reforms. 

Premier Yu Kuo-Hua 
announced the death of the 77- 
year-old president, son of Chin- 
ese wartime leader Chiang Kai- 
Shek. in a live television address. 

Vice-President Lee Teng-Hui 
was sworn in as successor to 
Chiang who spent his final years 
tearing down the authoritarian 
state he helped create and r a tu- 
rning through reforms against 
stiff resistance from hard-liners 
in the government and security 
forces. 

Saddened 

“We are deeply saddened by 
the death of our leader and can 
not believe it ... it is a great loss to 
our nation." Yu said. 

The government's chief spok- 
esman said Chiang left a will urg- 
ing his successor to push the 
cause of constitutional 
democracy onTaiwan and strug- 
gle to realise his cherished dream 
of reuniting China. 

Shaw Yu-Ming announced a 



month of national mourning for 
Chiang, who was once feared as 
the head of the secret police but 
later became a popular and res- 
pected President. 

Scores of people knelt and 
wept in front of the presidential 
palace in central Taipei. State 
television repeatedly broadcast 
pictures of the cabinet, their 
heads bowed infrontofChiang's 
portrait. 

A government announcement 
said all entertainment centres 
would be closed for three days 
and during the mourning month 
all political demonstrations 
would be banned. 

Taiwan's Nationalist govern- 
ment fled to the island in 1949 
after being toppled by the com- 
munists. It still claims to rule all 
of China. 

Lee said in a statement: “We 
hope everybody will comply with 
Chiang's will — slick to the 
national policy of recovering 
mainland China and actively 
promo le constitutional demo- 
cracy. 

“I will fully comply with the 
constitution, maintain national 
security and promote the well- 
being of the people.’’ 

Although he suffered from 
diabetes and was confined to a 
wheelchair, Chiang presided 
over a series ofdramatic political 
changes that began when martial 
law was lifted last July. 

Tolerated 

Since then, scores of political 
prisoners have been released, 
opposition parlies tolerated and 
press controls relaxed. In 
November, the government 
cased a 38-year ban on travel to 
China. 

Chiang woke up this morning 
feeling nausea, hospital vice 
president Chiang Pi-Lin said. At 
noon, the President went into 
shock and died two hours after 
emergency' treatment failed. 

Chiang is survived by his wife 
Faina, three sons and a daugh Ler. 
For years, there was speculation 
he would be succeeded by one of 
his sons, but he had made it clear 
in recent years his successor 
would not be a member of his 
family.

Pakistan wants Afghan 
leftists to share power 


NEW YORK, Jan 13, (Agen- 
cies): Members of Afghanistan's 
pro-Soviet government must be 
included in any successor gover- 
nment if Soviet troops arc to 
withdraw from the country', two 
leaders of neighbouring Pakistan 
say, according to a published 
report today. 

The New Y ork Times based its 
report on separate interviews 
with Pakistan's President 
Mohammed Zia-ui-Haq and 
Prime Minister Mohammed 
Khan Junejo. 

The two leaders told the news- 
paper a compromise that 
includes ail of Afghanistan's 
warring factions is the only way 
to guarantee an end to the fight- 
ing in the country's eighi-year- 
old war. 

Soviet leaders have said (hey 
would pull out of Afghanistan 
without the precondition ©Heav- 
ing a friendly government in 


Kabul. But the Pakistani leaders 
told the newspaper they under- 
stood Moscow still demands a 
‘safe and orderly pullout' and a 
Kabul government that isn't hos- 
tile to Soviet interests. 

Require 

Ziu and Junejo said the Soviet 
conditions would require an 
interim government that 
includes some members of the 
pro-Moscow People’s Demo- 
cratic Party of Afghanistan, 
which look power in a 1 978 coup, 
the Times reported. The two 
leaders said the new government 
would not necessarily have to 
include Najib, the current 
Afghan leader, who used to head 
the secret police. 

Afghan rebel leaders oppose 
any involvement by the current 
Kabul government, and Zia and 
Junejo both told the Times they 
would not press the rebels to 
change their minds immediately. 


Mubarak calls for 
united Arab front 


MUSCAT, Jan 13, (Agencies): 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak arrived in Oman today 
on the last leg of his tour of Gulf 
Arab countries in quest of a 
united Arab strategy on the I raq- 
Iran war and the Palestinian 
problem. 

M ubarak (lew in from Bahrain 
where he underscored the impor- . 
tancc of Arab unity to push 
through the Middle East peace 
process with Palestinian par- 
ticipation in an international 
conference. 

"We are searching for peace, 
we want to push through the 
peace process, we want the Pales- 
tinians represented in an inter- 
national (Middle East peace) 
conference." he told reporters in 
Bahrain. 

The lour which he began Jan 9 
has also taken him to Saudi 
Arabia, the UAE. Kuwait, and 
Qatar. 

In Muscat Mubarak and 
Oman's Sultan Qaboos Bin Said 
strode side by side down a red 
carpet to review a guard of hon- 
our and meet local diplomats. 
Mubarak will hold talks with 
Sultan Qaboos before leaving 
Muscat tomorrow. 

Addressing a press conference 
in Bahrain. Mubarak expressed 
hopes the Iran-Iraq war would 
cume to an end, dismissing the 
conflict as "absurd." He com- 
plained that the leaders of Iran 


“have been slandering me 
because 1 am visiting the Gulf 
Arab countries." 

“They (Tehran leaders) are 
' clerics who should not utter 
injurious words that run con- 
trary to the teachings of our 
glorious religion,” he said. "But 
all 1 can ask of them is to heed the 
call to peace" with Iraq. 

Urgent 

Mubarak underscored the 
“urgent necessity " of mustering 
a united Arab from "so that we 
(Arabs) may become an influen- 
tial world power.' 1 

"My (GulD lour and talks 
reaffirm Arab solidarity, 
because intra-Arab accord is 
extremely important." he said. 
“Solidarity is the real fortress 
that evolves unity through con- 
sultation,” 

Mubarak explained that his 
two-hour visit to Bahrain was a 
matter of courtesy than official, 
citing the absence of the ruler. 
Sheikh Isa Bin Salman Al 
Khalifa, on a private visit to 
Saudi Arabia. 

In Muscat, sources close to 
Mubarak said he was consider- 
ing a visit to Jordan in the next 
three days to discuss the latest 
escalation in the Gulf war with 
King Hussein. 

Talks with King Hussein 
would enable Mubarak to con- 
vey (he news of Arab leaders he 
has met on his tour. 


Bui Zia and J unejo told the news- 
paper a shift would be essential if 
Moscow follows through on a 
speedy withdrawal. 

In New Delhi, a Foreign Min- 
istry spokesman said that India 
has been involved in behind-the- 
scenes talks to assist in the search 
for a political solution in Afgh- 
anistan. 

Shades 

The spokesman said that sii.ee 
last year, Indian officials had 
been contacting "a number of 
people of various shades of 
political opinion, including the 
former Afghan Kins Zahir 
Shah.” 

In Moscow, the Soviet news 
agency Tass said today that more 
than 40,000 former Afghan 
rebels had downed their 
weapons, a further 1 14.000 had 
agreed to observe a ceasefire and 
116,000 refugees had returned 
home to Afghanistan. 

Reagan 
suffers upset 
stomach 

WASHINGTON, Jan 13, 
(Reuter): President Reagan was 
taken ill with an upset stomach 
during the night and cancelled 
some appointments. but held a 
meeting wiLh Japanese Prime 
Minister Noboru Takeshita, the 
White House said. 

“Despite the discomfort dur- 
ing the night, including nausea 
and vomiting, the President in 
the morning had no fever, and all 
vital signs were normal,” spokes- 
man Marlin Filzwater said. 

Reagan, who underwent sur- 
gery for colon cancer in 1985. 
was not receiving medication 
and his doctor found no evidence 
of "anything other than gas- 
troenteritis." Filzwater added in 
a written statement. 

Tukeshita said after a two- 
hour White House meeting that 
Japan would stimulate its 
domestic growth and try to 
reduce its trade surplus with the 
United Stales, an issue that has 
strained otherwise warm US- 
Japanese relations. 

Richer Britons 

LONDON. Jan 13. (AP): 
Britons are gelling older and 
more solitary, but they are also 
richer. 

They are marrying later, 
divorcing quicker and borrow- 
ing money and having babies 
outside of marriage at record 
levels, an official survey shows. 


Soviets not included in plan 

US proposes 
international Guif 
naval force 


A KUWAITI neu spa per repor- 
ted yesterday that US Defence 
Secretary Frank Carlucci has 
proposed a naval force from the 
United States. European and 
Arab countries to widen protec- 
tion for shipping in ihe Gulf. 

Meanwhile, in a rare display of 
superpower cooperation the 
Soviets and Americans hunted a 
mine in the Gulf together. 

The Kuwaiti daily quoted 
“ranking American sources" as 
saying that Carlucci recently dis- 
cussed the plan with officials 
from the Arab states of the GCC 
as well as Egypt and France. 

The newspaper said Carlucci 
believed the force, partly finan- 
ced by Japan, would reduce the 
financial burden that the United 
States bears because of its mas- 
sive naval buildup in the region, 
which started last year in order to 
protect US-flag vessels. 

1 1 also said he believed it would 
ensure escorts for ships now 
undefended. The United States, 
France, Italy, Britain and Soviet 
Union accompany ships flying 
their own flags, but not those 
flying others. But the paper did 
not say whether the Soviets are 
also included in the plan. 

The Netherlands and Belgium 
have supplied minesweepers to 
help dear hazards to shipping. 

Escort 

Shippers from other countries 
have complained that the escort 
operations have shifted Iranian 
attacks onto tbeir vessels. 

Iran, which hits neutral ships 
to retaliate for Iraqi strikes on its 
own oil shipping, has not 
attacked vessels Travelling in 
military convoys. 

“The GCC leaders were not 
enthusiastic in their reaction to 
Carlucci’s plan, but promised to 
study it," the newspaper repor- 
ted.. 

“France stipulated that the 
plan be endorsed first by the con- 
cerned Arab states and rejected a 
joint command for the proposed 
force" the newspaper said, quot- 
ing American sources. “Paris 
wants each contingent to retain 
its independent command." 

Carlucci on Sunday ended a 
tour of the Gulf, but gave no 
public reference to a plan along 
the lines reported by the news- 
paper. He visited Kuwait, 
Bahrain and Saudi Arabia which 
together with Oman, Qatar and 
the UAE make up the GCC. 


Inaninteniew with CBS telev- 
ision yesterday. he reasserted the 
US commitment 10 protect 
American-fktg shipping. 

“We have no intention of 
changing our policy.” he said. 
“Our commitment remains and 
we will have adequate forces in 
the Gulf to do the job.” 

In Bahrain Pennsylvania 
Republican Senator Arlen Spec- 
ter said that Soviet forces yester- 
day asked the American Navy to 
help them hunt a mine, which the 
Soviets eventually blew up. 

Specter, a member of the 
powerful Senate Appropriations 
and Intelligence Committees, 
said the joint minehunt indicated 
a significant change in Russian 
attitude and boded well for UN 
efforts to halt the Iran-lraq war. 

“I think that kind of US- 
USSR cooperation is going lo be 
the ingredient which wilt bring 
about an end to the iran-lraq 
war. provided they can finally 
agree on an arms embargo." said 
Specter. 

Conceive 

The senator, touring Europe 
and the Middle East during a 
Senate recess, arrived in Bahrain 
on Monday from Israel. He flew 
to Pakistan after meeting repor- 
ters today and will visit Syria 
later. 

Specter said he could conceive 
of some sort of joint Soviet- 
American action under a UN 
flag to protect shipping lanes in 
the Gulf. 

The senator learned or the US- 
Soviet mineshunt on Tuesday 
during a visit to the American 
battle-cruiser USS Richmond K. 
Turner. when he saw a transcript 
of the exchanges between 
-American and Soviet ships. 

On January 5, a Soviet mines- 
weeper shepherding a merchant 
ship passed a suspected mine, but 
sailed on until the escorted ship' 
was out of the danger zone. Spec- 
ter said. 

As the Soviet vessel returned 
to search for the mine it radioed 
the Turner for help and gave 
“remarkably precise" details of 
the suspected mine’s location. 

Specter said the Turner laun- 
ched two helieoplers lo join the 
hunt but it tvas the Soviet mines- 
weeper that finally found and 
blew up the mine. The senator 
did not know precisely where in 
the Gulf the incident took place. 


Tanker raid death 
toll rises to eight 


MANAMA. Jan 13, (Agencies): 
Eight seamen were killed when 
an Iraqi Exocet missile struck the 
crew q uarters of a Cypriot tanker 
steaming down the Gulf fully 
laden with Iranian gasoline, 
shipping sources said today. 

Greek shipping sources who 
asked not lo be named confirmed 
that eight seamen (four Greek 
officers and four Filipino crew- 
men) died in the attack on the 
Greek-owned United Venture 
on Monday night. 

Sustained 

The sources, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, iden- 
tified the dead Greeks as skipper 
Elias Ganoulas. 54. first male 
Thanassis Papadias. 49. chief 
engineer Thodcros Ananidakis. 
53. and third engineer Tassos 
Tsilikas. The names of the dead 
Filipinos were not immediately 
available. 

A fifth Greek aboard the tan- 
ker, second engineer Straios 
Folides, was in a serious condi- 
tion with injuries sustained when 
the Iraqi jet fighter swept across 
Lhe waters of the Gulf and sent 
one of the French-made Exocets 
crashing into the crew accom- 


modation oflhc United Venture. 

Iran claimed today it has laun- 
ched a new offensive together 
with Iranian-backed Kurdish 
guerrillas inside northeast Iraq 
and killed hundreds of Iraqis 
near the Turkish border. 

But a military spokesman in 
Baghdad denied that any such 
offensive was launched’. The 
spokesman, quoted by the 
official Iraqi News Agency 
"categorically denied the 
claims." and said journalists will 
soon visit the area “and will 
divulge the Iranian lies." 

Polluted 

In Dubai, oil sources said 
today that an Iranian oil plat- 
form shelled bv the L'S Navy last 
October is still spewing crude 
into the poffuied Guff, further 
threatening marine life. 

They said that despite efforts 
by Iran to burn off the oil. a 
significant amount was still leak- 
ing from the platform at 
Tehran's Roslam field 120 miles 
east of Bahrain. 

“The amount of oil gushing 
form the field must be declining 
now due to reduced pressure.” 
one source said. 


Iran gets new Silkworms 


WASHINGTON. Jan 13, 
( Reuter): Iran this week received 
a new shipment of powerful 
Chinese-built Silkworm missiles 
which could be used against ships 
in the Gulf war zone, US defence 
and intelligence officials said 
today. 

The officials, w ho asked not lo 
be identified, told Reuters the 
missiles arrived yesterday 


aboard the Iranian merchant 
ship Iran Bayan from North 
Korea. 

‘ 1 here is no evidence to sug- 
gest that this is reflective of any 
new- contracts for Silkworm mis- 
siles." said one defence official, 
who called it "an apparent 
delivery of previously agreed 
sales bv Cnina.” 




‘Perestroika’ facing obstacles 

Gorbachev vows 
to pursue reform 
drive relentlessly 


MOSCOW. Jan 13. I Reuter): 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev has pledged that his reform 
programme will be relentlessly 
pursued and would turn the 
Soviet Union into the world's 
most democratic state. 

In a meeting with some of the 
country's top Intellectuals, Gor- 
bachev said his “Perestroika” 
reconstruction drive faced critics 
from right and left and a huge 
legacy of fearsome problems left 
over by his predecessors. 

But he declared in an exposi- 
tion analysis said provided a 
keynote text on the direction of 
the reforms in 1988: “To stop 
now would be disastrous. We 
musLnoi permit it under any cir- 
cumstances." 

Ranged 

The meeting, attended by sen- 
ior media editors and cultural 
figures. Look place on Jan S but a 
detailed account was only issued 
by the official Tass’ news agency 
last night. 

Gorbachev, 56, ranged over 
almost every aspect of the radical 
reforms he launched soon after 
coming to power in March 1985. 

“You should have no doubts: 
We will concede nothing in our 
Perestroika policy." he said. 
“We are dedicated to lake this 
policy through to the end. The 
choice is made and we will not 
turn off course." 

In another pan of the discus- 
sion. he declared: “If we take 
fright and slop the process we 
have begun, it would have the 
most serious consequences, 
because we simply could not 
raise our people to such a massive 
task a second lime.” 

Describing western-style 
government is essentially anti- 
democratic. he said: "no-one will 
go so far in questions of 
democracy as we will, because 
that is the essence of the socialist 
system." 

Pressure 

The meeting followed several 
weeks of speculation among 
liberal-minded Soviet intellec- 
tuals that the reform drive might 
be slowing down under pressure 
from highly-placed con- 
servatives. 

But Gorbachev insistently lin- 
ked the whole Communist Party ’ 
Politburo, the Kremlin's inner

cabinet, to the “full-steam- 
ahead" prospect for democrat- 
isation of all aspects of Soviet life 
over the coming months and 
years. 

A radical extension of 
democracy — within the party, 
government and the legal and 
judicial system — would be the 
prime aim for a communist con- 
ference to be held in Moscow In 
the summer, he said. 

He told the intellectuals, who 
included some of the most ardent 
media champions of his “glas-- 
nost'' or openness polices as well 
as some figures whose position is 
more reserved, to maintain close 
scrutiny of authority. 

But he said although there 
were no limits to glasnosi — open 
discussion of public issues rang- 
ing from history through farm- 
ing policy to the state of the 
health services — it had to be “in 
the interests of socialism." 

Audience 

Gorbachev clearly sought to 
reassure the Liberals in his 
Friday audience, and those who 
would be reading the account in 
today's Soviet press, that there 
would be no let-up in any aspect 
of the reform programme. 

He suggested critics of the 
Perestroika from the left and 
included former Moscow city 
party chief and radical reformist 
Boris Yeltsin, whose dismissal 
last November alarmed even 
Gorbachev supporters and 
brought some public protests. 

Without specifically mention- 
ing Yeltsin, Gorbachev said fears 
among intellectuals and young 
people that his removal was “a 
blow atPerestroika" had been “a 
profound illusion." 


New UK party is third-placed political grouping 

Social Democrats and Liberals merge 


LONDON, Jan 13, (AP): 
Leaders of the Social 
Democratic and Liberal Parties 
announced today an agreement 
to merge, ending months of 
wrangling that has split the centr- 
ist movement and slashed its 
popularity. 

The new party. Britain’s third- 
placed political grouping, will be 
called the Social and Liberal 
Democratic Party, the leaders 
announced. 

The merger agreement bet- 
ween the parties, which have 
fought two genera] elections as 
an electoral alliance, will be put 
to special party conferences late 
January for endorsement. The 
parties’ members then will be 
balloted. 


Half the Liberals' eight-mem- 
ber negotiating learn resigned in 
protest at the name and the 
specific endorsement of British 
membership in Nato — at the 
insistence of the Social 
Democrats — in the new party’s 
constitution. 

Stomach 

“The Liberals have given in 
again. 1 cannot stomach it," said 
Liberal Tony Greaves as he and 
three others walked out of the 
talks and resigned shortly before 
the merger announcement. 

But Libera] leader David Steel 
said: “1 am very pleased with the 
outcome and naturally sad that 
we could not carry all our 
colleagues along with us.” 

Steel, widely expected to lead

ADELAIDE, Jan 13, (Reuter): 
An Australian transexual 
won a fight today against 
being jailed again with men. 

A court here refused to extradite 
Simone Rothschild, 34, from 
South Australia to New 
South Wales for escaping 
from a Sydney men's prison 
where she alleged inmates had 
repeatedly raped her. 

Magistrate Clynton Johansen 
discharged Rothshild, saying 
it would be scandalous to 
return to a male prison, but he 
gave her nine months in a 
South Australian prison — 
for women — on a separate 
car stealing charge. 

Rothschild was bom a male but 
developed female physical 
characteristics as a teenager 
and later underwent a sex- 
change operation in Swit- 
zerland, the court was told, 

“You can imagine throwing me 
in with 600 to 700 men who 
are in there for assorted 
crimes — rapes, murders,” 
she said at the extradition 
hearing. . 

“1 have to shower with them, I 
have to live with them and go 
through the daily routine with 
these men,” Rothschild said. 
.“Of course Tm going to beset 
upon.” 


Snowstorm 
hits US upper 
Midwest 

NEW YORK, Jan 13, (AP): 
Freezing temperatures blew into 
the upper Midwest today after a 
storm dropped more than a foot 
(30 cm) of snow, stranding hun- 
dreds of travellers and forcing 
one presidential hopeful to can- 
cel campaign appearances. 

The snow eased early today, 
said Dan McCarthy, a 
meteorologist at the National 
Weather Service's severe storms 
centre in Kansas City. Missouri. 

The wind at SaulL Ste. Marie, 
Michigan, made it feel like 33 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit 
(minus 31 Celsius) early today, 
and wind gusting to near 35 mph 
(56 kph) at Mason City. Iowa, 
produced a wind chill of minus 
51 F (minus 460. 

The storm dumped 14 inches 
(35 cm) of snow in Minnesota 
and a foot or more on parts of 
Wisconsin and North Dakota. 

Blizzard conditions in South 
Dakota yesterday disrupted traf- 
fic and sent wind chilis to 40 
below zero F (minus 400. 

Snow flurries whipped by 
gusty winds created havoc in 
parts of Iowa, causing numerous 
accidents, forcing schools to 
dose early and resulting in the 
closing of a 100-mile (160-kra) 
stretch of interstate 35. 

The storm was blamed for 
three deaths in Iowa, including 
an 18-year-old man who drow- 
ned when his car fell through the 
ice atop a lake he Was drvringon. 

Thestorm left about 40 
travellers stranded at the Grey- 
hound busdepot in Fargo; North ‘ 
Dakota.

On the name of the new party, 
Lhe Liberals had battled for the 
title Liberal and Social 
Democrats, with their name first 
to reflect a long history as succes- 
sors to the 19th-century Whigs. 

The Liberals, whose past 
prime ministers include William 
Gladstone and Lord Asquith, 
were supplanted by Labour as 
the second major, party in the 
1920s. 

The Social Democratic Party 
was founded in March 1981 by 
Owen and three other ex-cabinet 
ministers who quit Labour in 
protest at its leftward drift. 


Mulder takes scandal 
secrets to the grave 


JOHANNESBURG, Jan 13, 
(Reuter): Connie Mulder, an 
apostle or apartheid who almost 
became prime minister, has died 
in Johannesburg, taking to the 
grave the secrets of a 1 0-year-old 
political scandal. 

After months of illness, Mul- 
der died in a clinic yesterday 
without carrying out a threat to 
embarrass the government by 
making public details of what 
was known as the “info scandal." 

It blew up in 1978 after revela- 
tions that the government was 
financing a secret campaign to 
give apartheid a better image. 

Mulder, 62, an ex-schooltea- 
cher who had a rapid rise to 
power, was its main victim. 

It cost him votes in the contest 
to succeed prime minister John 
Vorster and he was narrowly 
defeated by P.W. Botha, who 
went on to become South 
Africa's President. 

Stale radio said the burly, 
blunt-talking Mulder died of 
heart and kidney failure. A clinic 


spokesman declined to give 
details of his illness. 

Mulder maintained he had 
been made to take the blame for 
the scandal and said other mini- 
sters, possibly including Botha, 
were aware that secret funds were 
being spent in an elaborate 
propaganda campaign. 

He was forced to resign as 
Information Minister after it 
became known that millions of 
dollars were spent to set up apro- 
governmeni newspaper, the 
Citizen, and to buy media 
influence abroad to defend 
Pretoria’s apartheid policies. 

Fraud 

The Citizen was meant to 
counter the anti-apartheid rand 
Daily Mail which had a large 
readership among English- 
speaking whites. The Mail has 
since dosed while the Citizen has 
continued under private owner- 
ship. • 

An inquiry found irregulari- 
ties in the running of the fund, 
possibly involving theft and

fraud, and the information 
department was disbanded. 

The affair prompted delegates 
from South Africa’s Orange Free 
State province to back Botha 
when tne National Party elected 
Vorster's successor, and Mulder 
lost his chance. 

His humiliation appeared 
complete when he lost his 
parliamentary seat in 1979 but he 
fought on.

Another senior military officer 
said the banned Communist 
Party was fielding candidates in 
the January 18 polls through the 
People's Purty (PN B ). a legal lef- 
tist group branded by the 
military as a communist front. 

“We know what PNB is all 
about. Let us face reality. The 
PNB is what you call lhe attempt 
(by the Communist Parly) to 
participate in parliamentary 
struggle," said Marine chief 


Brigadier-General Rodolfo 
Biazon. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from the PNB on the allega- 
tions but it has denied it was u 
communist arm. 

The new year will be the begin- 
ning of the end to almost two 
decades of communist insur- 
gency in the Philippines, a top 
Army general said today. 

As’ the military reported 23 
people killed in three days of cla- 
shes between government and 
rebel forces, Philippine Marines 
commander Brigadier-General 
Rodolfo Biazon said the 
guerrilla New People’s Army was 
making its last stand. 

"The rebels will become more 
active this year to either recover 
their losses or project visibility. I 
think that it is the beginning of 
their defeat.” he told a 
diplomatic forum. 

Biazon, an influential adviser 
to President Corazon Aquino, 
told reporters the communists 
would step up attacks in 1988 to 
shake the government but said 
the strategy would backfire on 
them. 

Military figures show an 
average of 10 people died a day 
from the insurgency in 1987. 

"These killings and intimida- 
tions are noi going to be accepted 
by a lot of people ... more and 
more people will realise that the 
danger is imminent and more 
and more people will band 
together in order to resist it." 
Biazon said.

FRANKFURT. Jan 13, (AP): 
Alleged TWA hijacker Moham-. 
med Ali Hamadi has been taken 
out of a solitary confinement 
prison cell and is now kept with 
an Arabic-speaking prisoner, a 
West German radio station 
reported today. 

A day before, the An-Nahar 
newspaper of Beirut reported 
that Mohammed Hamadi said in 
a handwritten letter delivered to 
the daily that he has been held for 
five months in a cramped cell in 
solitary confinement. 

The letter was released eight 
days after a group calling itself 
Holy Warriors for Freedom 
announced it had received a let- 
ter from Hamadi complaining 
about his alleged maltreatment 
in Frankfurt’s Preungesheim 
prison. 

But today Hesse stale radio 
reported: “Mohammed Hamadi 
is no longer in a solitary confin- 
ement cell." 

“He is now in a cell with 
another Arabic-speaking 
prisoner." the radio said. It did 
not say when the transfer took 
place.

But he said, the size of his wife's 
womb called for an X-ray three 
weeks before the delivery, when 
the existence of the twins was 
revealed. 

He added, his wife almost gave 
birth normally, but the doctors 
decided to operate when they 
discovered the situation was 
critical and the babies were 
Siamese twins. 

He said his wife did- not 
experience any unusual pains 
during pregnancy. 

The doctor in charge of the 
twins Saiyed Mahfooz. told the 
Arab Times that this was the first 
time Siamese Iwins were born in 
Kuwait. 

Dr Mahfooz said that 70 per 
cent of such cases were females, 
and only 30 per cent were males. 

There was no known reason 
why such deformities developed, 
he said. 

He said that 40 per cent of 
Siamese twins are joined at the 
chest, and the rest are joined at 
the navel or elsewhere. 

The doctor said that the suc- 
cess of an operation to separate 
the twins depended on (he 
degree of abnormality and defor- 
mily. If these twins shared one 
heart or lhe same vascular sys- 
tem then a multi-specialised 
team would be required. 

He pointed out that it would not 
be necessary to send the twins 
abroad for treatment because 
Kuwait has adequate expertise 
and equipment, and the hospital 
would arrange to bring any 
necessary specialists Irom 
abroad.

Gulf country is at the invitation 
ofSaudi Crown Prince Abdullah 
Bin Abdul Aziz Ai Sand. The 
congressman has visited only one 
Arab Gulf country before": the 
United Arab Emirates in 1981. 


Although several congress- 
men are visiting Riyadh this 
month, Dymally's trip carries its 
own weight because of his long 
interest in the Arab world and 
wide-ranging support to causes 
in the area. 

The congressman, who heads 
the caucus that comprises 23 
black members of Congress, has 
been increasingly vocal recently 
on the need to end the Iran-Iraq 
war. 

During the US-Soviet summit 
last December, Dymally 
introduced a resolution support- 
ing President Reagan in his call 
upon Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev to endorse a United 
Nations resolution to impose an 
arms embargo on Iran. The 
resolution was supported by the 
House leadership and key policy 
makers in bipartisan spirit. 
Update 

The congressman said he was 
planning to update the resolu- 
tion when he returns from his trip 
and submit it to the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. The 
updated language will include a 
general calf upon the Soviet 
Union as well as China to sup- 
port international arms sanc- 
tions. 

Last summer. Dymally 


introduced a resolution which 
expressed support by Congress 
for United Nations efforts toend 
the Iran-Iraq war and to end 
human rights abuses in Iran. He 
also sent a letter (o China oppos- 
ing the sale of Silkworm missiles 
to Iran. 

In addition to his positive stan- 
ces on issues related to Islam and 
Arah-Amcricans, the congress- 
man has for years advocated the 
idea of Palestinian statehood. In 
1986. he protested the Israeli 
deportation of Palestinians and 
in 1985 he spoke against the 
Israeli bombing of Tunisia.

Further, he visited Beirut dur- 
ing the Israeli invasion in 1982 
and upon his return he authored 
an amendment increasing aid by 
S50 million to Lebanon.

The mezzeh were served in 
traditional earthenware mez- 
zeh dishes along with a basket 
of Iranian and .Arabic bread. It 
was a pity that there was no 
toasted khuhuz, which i find 
the tastiest. The Baba Gunoush 
was by far the most deligious of 
the six appetisers. Pureed 
aubergine with cucumber, 
onion and tomato, it had a 
tangy lemon flavour. Hummus, 
or chick pea dip, is a musL on 
any mez/eh table and that 
served at Le Tarbouche has a 
rich, nutty flavour.

US military personnel in Philippines 

Killings at Clark 
alter lifestyle 


By Kathleen Callo 


MANILA. (Reuter): Attacks by 
communists and threats of more 
in 1988 have changed the lives of 
many US military personnel and 
civilians in the Philippines who 
are used to seeing the country as a 
second home. 

Military and other sources 
have said a recent renewed threat 
by the Communist Party to strike 
at US personnel it alleges are 
involved in the Philippine anti- 
insurgency war would likely fuel 
growing American fears over 
safety. 

The Communist Party news- 
paper Ang Bayan has said the 
killing of three US servicemen 
outside Clark Air Base north of 
Manila last October had been a 
“correct and timely response” to 
alleged increased involvement in 
the Philippine affairs. 

An air base spokesman said in 
an interview: “The killings at 
Dark really altered life (for US 
military personnel).” 

Unsafe 

She said the Oct 28 shootings 
and subsequent threats had led 
US ofncials virtually to seal ofT 
the base to non-military person- 
nel and to restrict off-base travel 
by American servicemen and 
women. 

She said that in the last two 
months some military people 
had requested transfers back to 
the United States before the end 
of their contracts, and that new- 
comers were being advised of the 
risks of a Philippines posting. 

“People understand before 
they come now it's notall fun and 
games. We can't completely 
guarantee anyone’s safety," she 
said by telephone. 

Despite the problems, the 
American Ambassador to Man- 
ila. Nicholas Platt, recently 
urged American businessmen to 
invest in the Philippines, saying 
reports of instability were being 
blown out of proportion. 

One American working in 
Manila said reports of violence in 
the country were unnecessarily 
frightening friends and family 
back home, many of whom had 
cancelled scheduled Christmas 
visits to the Philippines. 

"They think we’re living in a 
war zone, but of course we're 
not." he said. 


US soldiers and sailors have 
traditionally described the for- 
mer American colony as a 
favourite “rest and relaxation" 
spot, with friendly English- 
speaking locals, American-style 
music and prime scuba diving 
spots along tropical coasts. 

But the almost 16,000 
servicemen and women based at 
Qark and the nearby Subic Bay 
Naval Base, Washington's two 
biggest overseas bases, no longer 
enjoy the freedom they were used 
to. 

Movement for servicemen and 
women is limited now to travel 
between home and office, to US 
military facilities and surround- 
ing areas considered safe, 
officials said. 

They are told to travel out of 
uniform, even when on official 
business, and have to get special 
clearance to have non-military 
visitors enter the bases. 

Referring to mounting 
opposition to other US bases 
around the world, the spokes- 
woman said: “It's happening 
everywhere, in Spain, Greece, 
Turkey. People are just learning 
to live with it.” 

Precaution 

Until the Clark killings, com- 
munist rebels had described their 
main targets as Philippine 
military and police. 

They have since then 
threatened US embassy* and 
other civilians as well as the 
military. Embassy officials said 
the threats were being taken 
seriously and that American 
citizens were advised to “be 
aware" and exercise caution. 

Many American and other 
Western diplomats and business- 
man in Manila say they have 
started taking precautionary 
measures againsiattacks. indue-., 
ing leaving home at 'different' 
times each day and taking dif- 
ferent routes to the office. 

One American diplomat said 
recently: “Every time I hear a 
motor bike coming up behind 
me, I get nervous.” Communist 
hit-squads often ride up to their 
victims on small motorcycles 
before striking. 

The Clark spokeswoman said 
there was no indication when res- 
trictions for military personnel 
might be lifted and that many 
were resigning themselves to the 
new arrangement- 


Iowa test for Hart

DES MOINES, Iowa, (Reuter): 
Gary Hart leads the opinion 
polls for the Democratic Party's 
presidential nomination as the 
farming state Iowa heads for the 
first voting test of the 1988 elec- 
tion. but the experts — and Hart 

— say the polls are wrong. 

A variety of opinion polls 
show Hart, back in the race after 
seven months on the sidelines 
because of a sex scandal, leading 
the Democratic field with sup- 
port from about 30 per cent of 
Iowa Democrats. 

But Iowa's system of caucuses 

— selecting delegates at local 
party meetings to nominate 
presidential candidates — has 
few political strategists thinking 
Hart can do nearly that well in 
the Feb 8 voting. 

Among the scoffers is Hart 
himself. He says the caucus sys- 
tem. which lends to be domin- 
ated by party activists, is tailored 
for candidates with strong 
organisations. 

. Superficial 

The former Colorado senator 
has spent only two days cam- 
paigning here since he relumed 
to the race in mid- December. He 
has little money and almost no 
staff. 

Hart recently dismissed the 
polls as "superficial barometers" 
and said Iowa "requires the kind 
of organisational commitment 
we simply cannot make com- 
pared to the other candidates." 

Illinois Senator Paul Simon, 
tipped as the man to beat here, 
has more than 100 fulltime staff 
workers in the field. So do Mas- 
sachusetts Governor Michael 
Dukakis and Missouri 

Representative Richard 

Gephardt. 

Unrealistic 

Hart does not even have a 
headquarters. 

Most Democratic Parly 
insiders here hesitate to dismiss 
Hart out of hand — "he's been 
here a million times and he's got 
some friends." says the party’s 
state chairman Bonnie Camp- 
bell. But they think the opinion 


polls have created an unrealis- 
tically high standard. 

They say Hart's lead in the 
polls reflects high name recogni- 
tion and resentment among some 
voters of what they think was 
unfair press coverage last May of 
Hart's involvement with Miami 
model Donna Rice. 

“We underestimate the appeal 
people have just because they are 
well known,'* says Donald 
Foley, a top aide to Iowa Senator 
Tom Harkm and formerly a key 
figure in Gephardt's presidential 
campaign. 

“The average person doesn't 
know who the other candidates 
are, but they know Gary Hart," 
he added. 

Insiders also say Hart's high 
poll rating does not foreshadow 
victory in the caucuses, as many 
activists think he is hurting the 
party by his return to politics so 
soon after the Rice episode. 

“Much of Hart’s support in 
the polls comes from anti-establ- 
ishment types who generally do 
not participate in the caucuses," 
said Michael Lux, a Simon aide. 

Lux’s opinion was backed by a 
survey that showed Hart in first 
place with 25 per cent amonj* all 
Iowa Democrats but in a third- 
place tie with 1 3 per cent backing 
among those likely to attend the 
caucuses. 

Estimation 

“if he finishes higher than 
fourth I'd be surprised” said 
Campbell. 

There is a consensus that Hart 
could poll about 15 per cent of 
the caucus vote — about the 
same as he received four years 
ago, but with vastly different 
effect. 

In 1984, Hart, then relatively 
unknown, surprised the experts 
by capturing 16 per cent of the 
votes here. 

That was enough to surpass 
several better known candidates 
and give him a clear, if distant, 
second place behind former Vice- 
President Waiter Mondale. 

In 1988, winning 16 per cent 
would probably leave Hart third 
or fourth here — and on the way 
to the political scrap heap.

Because we are still fighting, we are winning: mujahedeen 

Afghanistan: Moscow’s Vietnam 


By Edward Girardet 

PESHAWAR, Pakistan: “Our 
war against the Russians has 
never been a matter of winning or 
losing on the battlefield. It is a 
matter of who can hold out lon- 
gest against the other," com- 
ments Brig. Rahmatullah Safi, a 
veteran resistance commander. 

The burly former Afghan 
Army colonel, who now runs a 
guerrilla training camp at the 
base of a rocky hill northwest of 
Peshawar, pauses for emphasis. 
“But our struggle in Afghanistan 
is also a classic guerrilla war. And 
because we are still fighting, we 
are winning." 

• ; The - Sovier .occupatio n iff 
.. Afghanistan*; wtuch' .entered its 
ninth year last month, has never 
been an easy conflict to assess. 
Consistent, reliable information 
from inside the country has 
always been difficult to obtain. 
And, with two foreign journalists 
reportedly killed in October, 
Afghanistan has become a much 
more dangerous war to cover. 

On the surface, the conflict 
remains a bloody stalemate. Few 
analysts see any possibility of a 
military solution. The Soviets 
have failed to crush the resis- 
tance. Yet there is little the muja- 
hedeen (resistance fighters) can 
do should the Soviets decide to 
pursue a limited war of contain- 
ment, entrenching themselves in 
the cities and their main coun- 
tryside bases. 

Negotiation 

In the end, most observers 
agree, only a diplomatic or 
political settlement can resolve a 
conflict that has already devas- 
tated much of that beautiful, rug- 
ged land and inflicted untold 
trauma on its staunchly indepen- 
dent people. 

Current estimates hold that a 
million or more Afghans have 
died as a direct result of the war. 
Some five million civilians, 
almost a third of the country’s 
pre-war population, have fled lo 
Pakistan, Iran, and elsewhere — 
the single largest refugee popula- 
tion in the world. Between two 
and three million Afghans still 
-within the country havemigrated 


to the largely Soviet-con Lrolled 
cities to escape the fighting, or 
sought protection in “liberated 
zones" held by the guerrillas. 

One significant trend has 
emerged in the past year of fight- 
ing: The mujahedeen for the first 
time appear to be forcing the 
Soviets to seriously reconsider 
their commitment to what many 
observers now regard as “Mos- 
cow's Vietnam." 

“There is no doubt that the 
mujahedeen are in a much stron- 
ger position today than ever 
before," said a Western diplomat 
in Islamabad, Pakistan. “Their 
fighting capabilities have vastly 
improved and morale has never 
beehhigher.” 

According ..to diplomats, 
military analysts, guerrilla com- 
manders, foreign aid workers, 
and independent observers 
recently in Afghanistan, the most 
evident if not dramatic develop- 
ment has been the high toll of 
Soviet and Afghan government 
aircraft shot down by the muja- 
hedeen. improved anti-aircraft 
defence systems, such as the US- 
made Stinger missile, have not 
only pressured the Soviets into 
modifying tactics, but have ena- 
bled some Afghan civilians to 
return to their villages. 

Difficulties 

However, the mujahedeen still 
suffer from problems that have 
dogged them m the pasL 

For one, many of their good 
commanders have been lulled 
and have proved hard to replace. 
Rivalry and corruption persists 
among the Afghan political par- 
ties based in Peshawar. While 
field cooperation inside Afghan- 
istan has definitely improved, 
clashes between certain com- 
manders of the fundamentalist 
Hezb-e-Islami (Hekmatyar Gul- 
buddin faction) and other groups 
continue to undermine the muja- 
hedeen’s jihad (holy war). 

In recent years, the political 
alliance has lost much credibility 
and respect among Afghans. 
United Slates policy requires 
that all its aid — an estimated 
S715 million of military and 
humanitarian assistance in fiscal 
year 1987 — be channeled 
through the Peshawar-based 
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In a recent major battle the Soviets broke a siege of 
Khost by mujahedeen. 


parties. The US programme, 
particularly the cross-border 
relief operation run by the 
Agency for International Deve- 
lopment, is criticised for lacking 
coherence, direction, and effec- 
tiveness. 

West European relief coordin- 
ators and certain US officials 
also maintain that much of the 
aid is not reaching those for 
whom it is intended and that the 
alliance does not represent the 
resistance as a whole. To be effec- 
tive, many observers here feel, 
the aid should go directly to resis- 
tance commanders on the inside 
who have proved themselves. 

There have lone been signs of 
major resistance fronts develop- 
ing in the north and the west. 
Recently, about 700 to 800 com- 
manders from different parties 
met in Ghor Province at the 
behest of Jamiat-e-Islami's 
Ismail Khan, a leading guerrilla 
chief from Herat, to discuss 
establishment of regional coun- 
cil, or shura. 

Muhammad Eshaq, a political 
officer of the Jamiai-e-Islami. 
says, ^ "Many mujahedeen are 
realising that if they join forces, 
they can do well. If this pattern of 


war becomes more widely accep- 
ted other parts of the country, the 
Soviets will find themselves with 
a big problem on their hands." 

Publicly, most of the Peshawar 
parties say such developments 
are good.Yel they view them 
with concern because of the 
challenge that men like Khan 
may eventually present to their 
own authority. But better coor- 
dination has resulted in some 
impressive resistance operations. 
The past 1 2 months have seen the 
fall of several strategic Afghan- 
Soviet garrisons, notably 
Nahrin, Farkar, Kalagfan, ana 
Kerun in the north. 

Another important trend of 
the past two or three ^ears has 
been the increased politicisation 
of the mujahedeen. A growing 
proportion of the 1,000 to 1,500 
resistance commanders are real- 
ising that combatting the Soviets 
must be a social and economic 
affair, too. With the help of 
foreign aid organisations, they 
have established hundreds of 
health cenLres, schools, -and 
agricultural projects in 
“liberated areas" inside Afghan- 
istan.

Wars in Central America heating up

MEXICO CITY. ( Reuter ):Cen- 
tral America's guerrilla wars are 
healing up and official casually 
figures illustrate the extent of the 
killing which a floundering 
regional peace plan is trying to 
stop. 

Since the plan was signed last 
August, an upsurge in’ fighting 
has been reported in the region's 
three civil wars -- in Salvador. 
Nicaragua, and Guatemala — 
and ceasefire talks have collap- 
sed. 

Deadlines 

The plan, which won Costa 
Rican President Oscar Arias the 
1987 Nobel Peace Prize, had 
raised hopes that an end lo Cen- 
tral America's civil wars was fin- 
ally in sight. 

But, five months after the sign- 
ing in Guatemala City, hope has 
given way to pessimism. 

Even some oftheregion’sehief 
protagonists have tempered their 
earlier euphoria with caution. 

Nicaraguan President Daniel 
Ortega predicted inaNew Year's 
message that 1988 would be 
another year of war in a conflict 
that has already cost 47.000 lives. 

“Being a realist. I think next 


year there will continue to be 
clashes and combat with the mer- 
cenary forces ...’ he said. 

In Honduras. Foreign Mini- 
ster Carlos Lopez said the plan 
had set unrealistic deadlines and 
not even begun to achieve its 
aims. 

The plan provided for 
ceasefires, amnesties, an end lo 
outside support for guerrilla for- 
ces, a ten on the use of one coun- 
try's territory to attack another, 
democratic reforms and 
repatriation of refugees. 

Under the timetable set in 
Guatemala, the five presidents 
who signed the accord arc due to 
meet on Jan 15 to review- 
progress. They are likely to make 
optimistic declarations about all 
sides' commitment to the plan. 

But statistics underscore the 
difficulties lo be overcome. 

Offensive 

The Nicaraguan defence min- 
istry said 7304 people died last 
year in fighting between govern- 
ment troops and US backed 
Contra rebels. This was the high- 
est annual figures since the war 
began six years ago. 

In El Salvador, officials raid 
fighting between left-wing 
guerrillas and the US-backcd 
government left at least 1.500 


dead and 2.700 wounded last 
year. The total was slightly lower 
than in 19S6. but Chief of Staff 
Adolfo Blandon said Army 
casualties had been higher. 

The Salvadoran armed forces 
launched a major offensive after 
the signing of the peace pact, as 
did the Contras and the 
Guatemalan Army. 

in Guatemala, no casualty 
statistics were reported but both 
government ana rebels said the 
war’s tempo had picked up. The 
first direct talks between the two 
sides in 27 years broke down 
without prospect of resumption. 

Rawed 

"As far as the fighting is con- 
cerned. the Guatemala accord 
has been u dismal failure.” said a 
Latin American diplomat. “Ami 
progress in other areas has been 
limited, to say the least.” 

Besides failing to stop the 
bloodshed, few of the plan's 
other provisions have been Tully 
implemented. 

Limited amnesties have been 
rejected and, . in . Nicaragua, 
moves toward democracy have 
fallen short of the opposition's 
demands. Neighbouring Hon- 
duras continues to allow Contois 
to operate from its territory. 


President Reagan has called 
the plan “fatally flawed" and the 
Contras’ backers in Washington 
have asked for more aid. 

The Reagan administration 
blames Ortega’s left-wing 
Nicaraguan Sandinista National 
Liberation Front (FSLN) for the 
peace plan's lack of success. 

“The steps that were called for 
by the Guatemala City 
agreement have not been put into 
place (by Nicaragua) and that's 
what’s necessury,” US Secretary 
of State George Shultz has said. 

European and Latin 
American diplomats says El 
Salvador and Guatemala have 
also been unwilling lo make con- 
cessions necessary for truce 
talks. 

Thc governments of both 
countries insist the rebels lay 
down arms as a prerequisite for 
ceasefire talks. But the guerrillas 
say this would be tantamount to 
surrender. 

In Nicaragua, where a state of 
emergency remains in. force, 
Conlras have said they will not 
accept new deadlines for full 
compliance with the plan. The 
Sandinislas refuse to lift the 
emergency as long as the United 
States supplier weapons to -the 
rebels.

their side by offering all kinds of 
benefits," says Anders Fange of 
the Swedish Committee in Pesh- 
awar.

The Afghan Army, vary- 
ing in strength between 35,000 
and 50.000 because of defections, 
remains unreliable.

Military 
analysts and guerrilla comman- 
ders say the only really effective 
anti-insurgent operations are 
those by professional units such 
as airborne and special forces. 

Most indications suggest that, 
the Kabul regime^ed by 
Najibullah, former head of 
Khad, has found only dismal 
support for its heralded 
“national reconciliation” 
programme and unilateral cease- 
fire launched last January. The 
ruling (communist) People's 
Democratic Party of Afghanis- 
tan (PDPA) has said it is willing 
to accept a coalition govern- 
ment, but insists on retaining a 
dominant role. This is considered 
unacceptable by resistance 
leaders, who say they will only 
negotiate with the Soviets. 

“Who are these people to even 
dare think that can offer us a 
cease-fire? Without the Rus- 
sians. they are nothing,” wasone 
commander's dismissive retort. 

Long divided by internecine 
strife, the Kabul party has been 
split further by talk of Soviet 
withdrawal. Frustrated by 
Kabul's lack of success, the 
Soviets are reportedly consider- 
ing dropping Najib in favourer a 
new leader.Observers say Mos- ' 
cow feels a “new deal" coalition 
government may appeal more to 
a broader spectrum of the 
Afghan population.

THERE is u crisis in the Hindi 
film industry and that is of good 
writing. Every thine else is there 
in plenty, the resources, tech- 
nical aids, stars, music creators, 
image - makers, spectacle 
wizardsand whatnot. But there 
is a terrible shortage of good 
new stories and screenplays. 

The crisis is a making of the 
industry which either rejects or 
scares away real writers. Even 
the words ’“original" or 
l "serious** arc like poison to 
producers. When some of them 
do take up the works of famous 
! authors, they make. such a mess 
that literary people prefer to 
; keep miles away from films. 
But if a writer tells a producer 
that the story is from a success- 
' ful foreign film, .seen on video, 
or even from an old Indian hit. 
he at once jumps at it. 

The result is that the same set 
of half a dozen stories are recy- 
cled again and'aga in. Nowhere 
in the world does an audience 
accept the same story in so 
many films. 'If you have seen 
one of them, you have seen a 
hundred. This is the case even in 
big star films where the budget 
easily crosses a erore of rupees.

Swell 

When he is transferred to 
Bombay his first encounter is 
with the villain Praveen Kumar 
who runs a gambling den and 
challenges him. Under the law. 
Vijay finds himself helpless. 
And so Shahcnshah is horn, 
who emerges every night wear- 
ing a silver wig. w'ith one hand 
ofmetaland the other holding a 
hanging rope. He destroys the 
den loudly and this scares the 
real owner Amrish and his hen- 
chmen Prem Chopra and Avtar 
Gill. During the day Vijay 
remains the simpleton cop, who 
plays pranks, like inspecting a 
massage parlour and making 
friends with Meenakshi, who 
leads a fast life as a pickpocket.

He, meanwhile, praised the 
Central Bank for cutting 
securities discount rates and 
adjusting interest rales, saying 
those moves energised the bank- 
ing business as well as the stock 
and real-estate markets. 

He said A1 Ahli Bank will 
launch this year the Visa Credit 
Card, new local branches and a 
comprehensive bank automa- 
tion programme. 


Investment in construction drops 


Oil pipeline to go 
to Mediterranean, 
says Kasemipur 

ANKARA, Jan 13, (Reuter): 
Iran has accepted Turkey's 
Mediterranean port of Dortyol 
as the outlet for a new oil export 
pipeline that avoids the perils of 
the Gulf, Deputy Iranian Oil/ 
Minister Mohammad-Javad' 
Kasemipur said today. 

Kasemipur told Anatolian 
news agency on arrival in Ankara 
for talks on the pipeline that con- 
struction would be put out to 
international tender once studies 
were complete. 

The 1,860- km (1,1 60-mile). S4 
billion pipeline would transport 
a million barrels per day (bpd) 
and would take up to three years 
to build, he said. 

Dorlyol is close to the 
Mediterranean outlet of a 1.5 
million bpd pipeline from Iraq. 
Iran's Gulf war enemy, and 
industry sources say Tehran had 
originally wanted to use Turk- 
ey's Black Sea port of T rabzon. 

Studies 

Kasemipur ' said Dortyol 
would be used because studies of 
a pipeline to Trabzon were 
negative. 

Iran is keen to diversify its oil 
export channels because of Iraqi 
airsirikesin the Gulf. 

Kasemipur said the pipeline 
would run from Ahva 2 in south- 
ern Iran, south of Lake Urmia in 
northwest Iran, south of Lake 
Van in Western Turkey and 
through rugged mountains to 
Dortyol. 

“We think both parties will 
finance the line through their 
territory ... it will open a new 
"door in economic and trade rela- 
tions between Turkey and Iran." 
Kasemipur said. 


West German economic growth slows 


FRANKFURT. West Ger- 
many. Jan 13. (Reuter): West 
Germane released figures today 
confirming that ns cconomv 
slowed in 1987. expanding by 
only 1.7 percent. 

After five years of expansion, 
demand for goods in West 
Europe's most powerful econ- 
omy showed signs of flagging - 
despite calls by*thc United States 
and other nations for the West 
Germans to boost consumption 
so as to help accelerate sluggish 
vvorldu ide trade. 

The Federal Statistics Office 
said the 1.7 percent rise in infla- 


tion-adjusted terms of Gross 
National Product (GNP). the 
broadest measure of economic 
performance, compared with 2.5 
percent in 1986. 

Egon Hocldcr, the office’s 
president, told journalists that an 
appreciating Deutschcmark 
made life increasingly difficult 
for exporters, and exports stag- 
nated in 1987. 

"Thus overall there was scar- 
cely any economic impulse from 
foreign demand, as was already 
the case in 1986.” he said. 

But domestic demand, the 
main element of growth, also 


showed signs of flagging. 

The rate of growth in private 
and public sector consumption 
slowed, investment in construc- 
tion fell and growth in company 
investment was little changed, 
while companies builL up stocks 
by a relatively high nine billion 
marks (S5.5 billion). 

The 1.7 per cent 1987 GNP 
figure was in line with recent 
government forecasts, but below 
optimistic assumptions at the 
start of last year that the econ- 
omy would grow by 2.5 per cent. 

And if the economy continues 
to slow, a government forecast of 


1988 growth between 1.5 and two 
per cent will be threatened. 

Many economists are already 
more pessimistic than Bonn. 

Loihar Spaeth, premier of the 
prosperous south-western slate 
of Baden- Wuerttemberg and a 
deputy chairman of Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl's Christian 
Democrats, only expects one per 
cent. 

That would be found to incur 
the wrath of Washington which 
believes countries with large 
trade surpluses such as Japan 
and West Germany should do 
more to boost their economies. 


This would suck in imports and 
help the world avoid recession. 

US Ambassador Richard Burt 
told reporters in Bonn yesterday: 
"US-German economic 
problems need to be addressed. 
The economic problems in my 
view are more serious than the 
security problems." 

Burt denied that US urgjngs 
for more German growth were a 
new version of the locomotive 
theory' of the late 1970s. when 
Washington persuaded Bonn to 
use government investment in an 
ill-fated attempt to stoke the 
economy. 


Slight downturn predicted for US economy 


DETROIT. Michigan. Jan 13. 
(L'Pl); Toyota Motor Corp. said 
yesterday it is forecasting a slight 
downturn in US economic 
growth this year, although it 
expects overall car sales to 
remain about even with last 
year’s lev el of 10.2 million units. 

The top Japanese carmaker, in 
a New Year’s statement from 
company president Shoichiro 
Toyoda. said the recent stock- 
market collapse will result in 
lower personal consumption in 
this country -and cloud the 
outlook for overall sales in 1988. 

Declined 

Sales for Toyota vehicles in the 
United States last year declined 
by about 90.000 units because of 
stiff price competition brought 
on by the sharp rise in Japanese 
yen. and poor sales of its light 
trucks. Toyoda said. Total sales 
for the year were about 630,000 
cars and 300.000 trucks. 

Late last year the carmaker's 
US distributorship predicted its 
US sales would further decline 
this year to about 610,000 cars 
and 275.000 trucks. 

“It is our hope, however, that 
policies and efforts on the part of 


the US will stabilise the US econ- 
omy by effectively reducing the 
fiscal deficit and resolving struc- 
tural problems such as the trade 
deficit," Toyoda said. "Under 
these circumstances, the outlook 
for the passenger car market in 
the US in 1 988 is uncertain, but 
wccxpcci the market to remain at 
around the same level.” 

Japanese Prime Minister 
Noboru Takeshita arrived in 
Washington yesterday Tor his 
first state visit. He hopes to 
demonstrate Tokyo is taking on 
more responsibility in inter- 
national affairs and to ease anger 
over America's trade deficii with 
Japan, which amounted to a 
record S32 billion on the 
automotive front alone, accord- 
ing the United Auto Workers 
Union. 

Exports 

Toyota also said that for the 
first time since 1980, its total 
exports from Japan last year 
were below domestic sales, down 
6 per cent or 1 10.000 units from 
1986 to 1 .77 million units. 

Toyoda said that while the 
Japanese economy continues to 
grow, the continued rise in the 
yen could ‘gravely affect’ all

Having regained mid-range 
supremacy.

This, said the report, would 
have a serious impact on margins 
at the retail level and bring to an 
end the satisfactory level of 
profitability enjoyed by much of 
the trade over the past year.

TOKYO, Jan 13, (Reuter): Sony has conceded defeat in its 
marketing battle with the world's video consumers and decided to 
produce VHS recorders, a senior company official said today. 
The giant Japanese company’s Betamax system opened the era of 
the home-use videocassettc recorder (VCR) in 1975 and is still 
considered by many users to be technically superior to the VHS 
system, particularly in the United States. Industry analysts said 
the VHS format, invented by Japan's JVC company, now 
comprised more than 90 per cent of the world's VCRs.** It's an 
admission of defeat. They've been forced to recognise the market 
superiority of a competitor’s system,” said Alan Bell, vice- 
president of Salomon Brothers Asia. Sony senior managing 
director Nobno Kanoi told reporters that video rental stores 
stocked predominantly VHS tapes, so the company could no 
longer ignore the VHS format. Sony would start selling VHS 
home-use decks in Europe from April, Kanoi said, adding they 
will be supplied and produced there by Hitachi.

3/4, 2-3/4 per cem. Volume was 
heavy in a hectic market, with 
several banks i ■sported taking up 
the Central Bam: offer. 

Pushlcq 

One trader said: “My guess is 
the Central Bank will now come 
with an offer of treasury bills 
next week.” By pushing rates 
down, the Centra] Bank would 
lower the cost of the Kuwaiti 
government’s funding through a 
bill tender. 

Banks had in any case been 
long of dinars in some period 
rates and yesterday's sharp fall 
spread across the board. Over- 
night quotes were a nominal 1/2 
per cent Three-month deposits 
eased to 4-3/8, 3-3/4 per cent 
from 5^1/8, 4-7/8 on Tuesday, 
while six-months was quoted a 
shade softer at 5-1/8. 4-5/8 per 
cent. 


The Central Bank set its dinar 
exchange rate firmer at 0.27279/ 
89 to the dollar after Tuesday’s 
0.27372/82. 

Meanwhile. Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposits surged in a busy 
and volatile market yesterday, 
extending this week’s firmer tone 
as speculation over possible 
devaluation of the kingdom's 
currency prompted traders to 
build up long dollar positions. 

Dealers said the market had 
begun with a softer lone. But this 
quickly changed as banks in the 
Offshore Centre Bahrain bid 
strongly for funds, particularly 
the one-month maturity. 

The Saudi government’s U- 
turn last week on taxing foreig- 
ners in the kingdom — and sub-

NEW YORK, Jan 13, (Reuter): 
American Express said today it 
had set aside more f unds to cover 
possible default on loans to the 
Third World and had written off 
all its Latin America private sec- 
tor corporate loans, worth about 
S80 million. 

- American Express said it had 
added S350 million to a loan loss 
reserve to cover loans to develop- 
ing countries — its second prov- 
ision of funds to this reserve. 

The move followed Monday's 
announcement of a similar 
decision by Security Pacific 
Corp, which also set aside 
another 5350 million. 

. _ Move 

The move by Security Pacific, 
the largest bank to announce 
second provisions to its reserve, 
out pressure on other banks to 
follow suit. Security Pacific is the 
nation's seventh largest bank. 

American Express said its 
American Express Bank Ltd sub- 
sidiary had added S350 million to 
its loan loss reserves and would 
take a charge of the same amount 
against its fourth-quarter earn- 
ings. 

The bank's loan loss reserves 
now total 5778 million and 
represent about 60 per cent of all 
non-tradc-rclated loans to Third 
World countries. 

American Express added 5600 
million to its loan loss reserves in 
the second quarter of 1987. 

During 1987 American 
Express Bank cut loans to 
developing countries by about 37 
per cent, to 51.5 billion. 
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China to cut

BEIJING. Jan 13. (API: China's 
central bank announced plans 
today to sharply cut tfie money 
supply in 1988 in hopes of curb- 
ing excessive demand that 
pushed inflation past 7 per cent 
last year. 

“We‘11 pay close attention to 
make sure that the sector that 
need to be developed will get the 
money they need." the official 
Xinhua news agency quoted a 
spokesman for the People's Bank 
of China as saying. 

“Enterprises with foreign 
investment are on the priority list 
and those with good economic 
returns will have our full sup- 
port." Xinhua quoted the 
unidentified spokesman as say- 
ing. 

The official said lending will 
increase but will be kept short of 
demand, while the overall money 
supply y will be cut drastically." 

Overextended 

Xinhua quoted the bank as 
saying overextended capital con- 
struction. especially in projects 
outside the stale plan, and exces- 
sive growth in consumption have 
caused demand to far outstrip 
supply, especially in the areas of 
energy and raw and semi-fini- 
shed materials. 

Government officials and 
economists have blamed this 
situation for China's growing 
inflation problem. Officials say 
inflationhit a national average of 
6 per cent in 1986 and an 
estimated 7.5 per cent in 1987, 
but the rate in some cities was 
close to 20 per cent. 

The report said the bank began 
to tighten credit last October by 
raising the reserve rate to 12 per 
cent, up from 10 per cent, and 
increasing interest rates for Cen- 
tral Bank loans. Xinhua did not 
give the interest rates. 

A tighter money supply means 
banks will have to be more selec- 
tive in their loans instead of rely- 
ing on the state to issue more 
currency. Xinhua said. 

Bank to help 
Burma ease 
oil shortage 

MANILA. Jan 13, (Reuter): 
Burma will receive aid to develop 
and rehabilitate its dwindling oil 
and nuluralrgas resources, the 
Asian Development Bank has 
said. 

The Manila-based bank said it 
would finance a seven-month 
study on how to restore and 
develop the Mann and Htauk- 
shabin oil and gas fields in central 
Burma, which, it said, were 
operating well below potential. 

“Theassistance is in line with 
(Burmese) policy to develop 
indigenous oil and gas resources 
toarrcsi growing shortages of oil 
and to increase gas production." 
the bank said in a statement yes- 
terday. 

The study would prepare a 
three-year. S220 million 
programme of repair and 
upgrading at the fields and the 
drilling of new wells, the bank 
said. 

Efficiency 

it would also help improve the 
efficiency of the Syriam refinery 
at Rangoon and other installa- 
tions. \vhichare operating at only 
30 percent of capacity because of 
a shortage of crude oil. the bank 
said. 

h did not say if it would help 
finance the programme or say 
how much thestudy. eo-financed 
by the United Nations Develop- 
ment Programme, would cost. 

The two fields arc Burma's lar- 
gest but the bunk said production 
had dropped sharply. 

Ai Mann, production fell from 
6.6 million barrels in the 1 982-83 
financial year to 3.3 million in 
1980-87.’ At Hiaukshabin 
production fell from 3.7 million 
barrels in fiscal 1985-S6 to 3.1 
million in 1986-87.

bank said. 

Private sector

Arab Gulfstates and ILO. 

The symposium will discuss a 
number of topics covering the 
establishment and development 
of small husiness enterprises and 
the application of modern man- 
agement techniques, as well as 
trie endorsement of a permanent 
training programme for the 
private sector.

LONDON. Jan 13. (Reuter): 
Leading central banks including 
the US Federal Reserve Board 
intervened in currency markets 
and bought the dollar to rescue it 
from a new slide today. 

Dealers said the Fed. West 
Germany's Bundesbank, the 
Swrs National Bank, the central 
banks of the Netherlands. Italy 
and Austria all hit the markets 
with snap dollar purchases. The 
Bank of Japan bought dollars 
during the earlier Asian trading 
day. * 

Fears l'.at US trade figures , 
due on Fi -lay will be bad had 
caused the ew dollar retreat, 
which follov j rally last week 
which was also helped by concer- 
ted central bank intervention. 

Lifted 

The fresh round of interven- 
tion. timed for the opening of the 
New York market, lifted the 
dollar from near day's Lows of 
125.47 yen and 1.6248 Deuts- 
chemarks to above 126.25 yen 
and 1.6325 marks. 

Dealers said the Fed and Bun- 
desbank sold yen for dollars. 

Japan's yen had been the 
favourite with international 
investors who were selling 


dollars this morning — "the 
yen’s been the star of the show. 
It's strengthened againsL every- 
thing." said a London trader. 

But dealers said not loo many 
people had gone short of dollars 
so there was no frantic scramble 
to buy America's currency when 
the central banks moved in. 

Worries about the dollar and 
Friday's US trade figures affec- 
ted Wall Street where the Dow 
Jones industrial average quickly 
lost 20 points, although it rallied 
laler. 

The central bank intervention 
did not immediately inspire a 
ma rked rally in European shares, 
which had generally opened 
lower because of worries about 
the dollar's prospects. 

London's Financial Times 
Stock Exchange index of 100 
blue chip British shares stayed 
down at around 1,725 poinLs 
after news of the intervention, 
compared with yesterday's close 
of 1.739.2. 

Weakness 

Investors in slock markets 
worry' about the dollar because 
its weakness increases the danger 
of inflation in the United States 


while pinching the export earn- 
ings of companies in other 
nations. 

Bad IIS trade figures have 
repeatedly led operators in 
currencies to sell the dollar, in the 
belief that America will have to 
let it slide to help its exports. 

Most economists expect the 
US trade deficit to narrow to 
about S 14 to 16 billion in Novem- 
ber from a record 17.63 billion 
marks in October. 

Bul market rumours put it 
anywhere from S12 to 20 billion. 
“There was even a rumour of a 
S23 billion deficit in Tokyo 
today." said one West German 
analyst. 

Deficit 

Dealers said a deficit of more 
than S 1 5 billion would be likely 
to weaken the dollar, which on 
January 4 hit historic lows of 
1.5615 marks and 120.20 yen. 

Officials have said the central 
bank interventions which have 
helped the dollar rebound have 
reflected an accord to stabilise 
currencies of the Group of Seven 
leading industrial nations — the 
United Stales, Japan. West Ger- 
man. France. Britain, Italy and 
Canada.

Moscow seeks end to Western 
high-tech export barriers 


STOCKHOLM, Jan 13. (AP): 
Soviet Premier Nikolai I. Ryz- 
hkov complained today that 
Sweden was refusing to sell first- 
line technology to the Soviet 
Union and called for an end to 
Western high-tech export restric- 
tions. 

Speaking at a news conference 
during an official visit. Ryzhkov 
said the ban on high-tech trade to 
the Eastern bloc should be recon- 
sidered in line wiih the Soviet 
economic reforms and the arms 
control agreement signed with 
the United States. 

"In this age. when great chan- 
ges are taking place ... when 
issues are being resolved which 
seemed impossible a few years 
ago. wc remove medium- and 
short-ranged missiles bul we 
retain such trade barriers as the 
Cocom list. This should be aban- 
doned.” Ryzhkov said. 

' Accord 

He was referring to the 15- 
nation accord restricting trade 
which could have’ military 
applications. The rules are 
supervised by the Paris-based 
Cocom organisation. 

Non-aligned Sweden is not a 
Cocom member, bul Prime Min- 
ister Ingvar Carlsson made it 
clear at a separate news con- 
ference that his Social 


Democratic government was 
voluntarily abiding by the 
regulations. 

"Sweden will not be used as a 
path or an intermediary to skirt 
other countries' restrictions." he 
said. 

After years of tension with the 
United States over its export 
policy . the government tightened 
restrictions on Swedish busines- 
ses in 1986. clearing the way for 
its own eligibility for higher 
grade L-S products. 

Ryzhkov said the Soviets had 
much to contribute to Sweden in 
the fields of robotics space tech- 
nology and other science-based 
areas.’ 

Joint ventures 

He said he had reached 
agreement to expand trade and 
launch joint business ventures, 
bul said he found Swedish busin- 
essmen “very shy" about buying 
Soviet products. 

He offered a wide range of 
opportunities to develop the 
resource-rich Kola peninsula, 
the Soviet territory adjacent to 
Finland in the north housing a 
huge Soviet arsenal and the base 
for its northern fleet . 

The Sovicis. he said, were 
inviting Sweden and the other 
Scandinavian countries to send 
obsen ers to Soviet militarv man- 


oeuvres later this year as a eon- 
fidcncc-building measure. 

Carlsson said he did not reply 
to the offer, and would do so only- 
after consulting Sw r eden's Nor- 
dic allies. Three of them. Nor- 
way. Denmark and Iceland, are 
Nalo countries. Finland is 
neutral. 

Before the news conference, 
Ryzhkov signed an agreement 
calling for an exchange or infor- 
mation on the development of 
nuclear power plants in each oth- 
ers' country and pledging speedy 
information on any nuclear 
accidents. 

Sweden was the firsi country 
to report the release of high levels 
of radiation in the Soviet Union 
that led lo the discovery of the 
Chernobyl nuclear accident two 
years ago. and it was one of the 
worst countries affected. 

On Monday. Ryzhkov and 
Carlsson reached agreement 
delineating their commercial 
rights m undisputed zone of the 
Baltic Sea. The accord had been 
under negotiation for 19 years 
and was seen by both sides as a 
major step in improving rela- 
tions. The treaty was signed 
today. 

The Sov iel delegation also sig- 
ned a letter of intent lo deliver 
natural was. 


Pan Am reaches pacts with 3 unions 


NEW YORK. Jan 13. (API: Fin- 
ancially troubled Pan Am Corp. 
says iL has reached agreements 
with three unions calling for 
more than 5330 million in con- 
cessions in exchange for an 
undisclosed stake in the com- 
pany. 

Pun Am is seeking agreements 
for five principal unions as pari 
ofa strategy to turn jtselfaround. 
following a scries of unsuccessful 
takeover overtures from outside 
suitors. 

In a statement yesterday, the 
company said ii hud reached 
accords with the unions 
representing pilots, flight engin- 
eers and flight attendants 
Deadline 

Another union, the Team- 
sters. set a strike deadline of Feb 
1 1 against Pan American World 
Airw ys. the company's main 
subsidiary. The Teamsters' 


threat followed u breakdown in 
contract negotiations between 
the 4.3Wf-member union locaf 
and Pan Am management. 

The company said that it had 
held discussions with the Team- 
sters and the other hold-out 
union, the transport workers, 
and (hat it would try to conclude 
concession agreements with 
them. 

in its statement, released after 
a meeting of its board of direc- 
tors. Pan Am also said its finan- 
cial loss for 1987 would be "sig- 
nificantly in excess of published 
new spaper reports.'’ 

Denominated 

The company said the 
increased loss estimate was due 
to losses on loans denominated 
in the Japanese yen. which has 
risen strongly against the dollar, 
lost revenue fr6m a strike by 
ground employees in Mexico 


during the entire quarter, and 
rising fuel prices. 

Recent press' reports have 
predicted the company would 
report a net loss of around 590 
million for 1987. Pan Am’s net 
loss lor 1986 was 5462 million. 

The statement said the three- 
year labour agreements, which 
provide for 5110 million a ycarin 
wage and pension reductions, are 
subject to approval by the mem- 
bers of the three unions.

Yugoslavia aims to contain soaring inflation 


BELGRADE, Jan 13, (AP): 
After an unprecedented political 
deadlock, parliament yesterday 
adopted a 1988 economic plan 
and budget intended to contain 
galloping inflation, the state-run 
Tanjug news agency reported. 

But many deputies wondered 
ir lhe plan can be implemented. 

Adoption was delayed for two 
weeks after delegates from 
Solvcnia and Croatia refused to 
go along with the original drafts. 

Failed 

The budget now has to go 
before another chamber of lhc 
house for final adoption, which is 
considered a formality. 

The new plan calls for 2 per 
ccm growth in the national 
product, a 4.9 per cent increase in 
exports and a 9.5 per cent rise in 
imports. 

For the first time in this com- 
munisl-rulcd country's history. 
Yugoslavia's republics and 
provinces failed to reach consen- 
sus in parliament at the end of 
last year, creating ‘ an 
unprecedented political and 
economic deadlock. 

Harvest 

Agreement on the 1988 econ- 
omic plan outlining production, 
anticipated exports, personal 
income and other economic tar- 
gets had been prevented by dis- 
seni from Slovenia and Croatia, 
lhe most economically udvu need 
republics, which rejected it as 
“unreal i\ lie.” 

Leaders of the Communist 
Party sharply criticised the luck 


of agreement at that lime and 
warned that a delay beyond Jan- 
uary could slow- down plans lo 
curb inflation and stabilise the 
economy. 

Although no precise plans 
were announced of how to slash 
the 170 per cent inflation. 
Europe's highest, an increase of 
1.3 cent in the living standard for 
the 23 million Yugoslavs was 
promised. 

While agricultural production 


is tc rise by 4 per cent, thecountry 
expects to harvest 5 million 
metric tons of wheaf and 12 
million metric tons of corn this 
year. Tanjug reported. 

Marlin Mlinar, a Slovenian 
delegate, was quoted by Tanjug 
as saying the Slovenian. delega-

Fruits and seeds 

TH ERE arc many kinds of 
fruits. The blackberry is a 
wild fruit. Every black- 
berry is made up of many 
little fruits. Each little fruit 
has a seed inside. 

The fruit of the wild rose 
bush is called a hip. A hip is 
soft, red and jucy on the 
outside. Inside there are 
several hard seeds. 

Birds like to eat the soft 
parts of blackberries and 
hips. They do not like the 
seeds, though. The birds 
wipe the seeds oil their 
beaks. Sometimes the 


birds swallow the seeds. 
But the seeds have a hard 
covering a round them, and 
they pass through a bird’s 
body without harm. 

If the seeds reach good 
soil, they grow into a new 
plant. If all the seeds made 
by one plant were to fall on 
the same bit of ground, the 
new plants would be too 
close together. Then they 
would not grow properly 
and so the seeds have to be 
scattered. 

Dandelion fruits 

DANDELIONS grow 
almost everywhere. You 


can find them in the coun- 
try and in towns. They 
flower from March to 
October. 

The big yellow dan- 
delion flower is made up of 
lots of tiny flowers. When 
the dandelion flowers have 
died, white fluffy balls are 
left. People often call these 
white fluffy balls ‘dan- 
delion clocks’. They are 
really many tiny fruits. 

Each fruit consists of a 
seed with its own little 
parachute of down. The 
wind blows the dandelion 
fruits to new places where 
they grow.

India tipped to square series 


MADRAS, Jan 13. (Reuter): 
India are hot favourities to 
square their four match series 
with West Indies when the final 
Test resumes in Madras 
tomorrow on a pitch allowing 
sharp spin.

Indefinite ban 
on English clubs 
may be lifted 

DUESSELDORF, West Ger- 
many, Jan 13, (Reuter): A top 
West German soccer official hin- 
ted yesterday that an indefinite 
ban on English football clubs 
playing in continental Europe 
might soon be lifted. 

“Somethinghas got to move in 
this affair." Hermann Neuber- 
ger, president of the West Ger- 
man Soccer Federation, said 
while attending the draw for the 
1988 European Soccer Cham- 
pionships. 

Neuberger said he and other 
UEFA officials had talked after 
the draw to representatives of 
England's Football Association 
about the issue. 

Although “considerable for- 
ces," had spoken out for an end 
to the ban, he added, UEFA's 
executive committee would not 
make a decision until it met in 
Monte Carlo on January 20. 

Press reports here said it was 
also possible that UEFA would 
want to wait until it had watched 
the behaviour of English fans at 
the June European Champion- 
ship ga rites in W&r Germany 
before taking a decision. 

English clubs were banned 
indefinitely from playing in con- 
tinental Europe following a riot 
by fans at Belgium's Heysel 
Stadium in May 1985, when 39 
people were killed.
